A special committee of coun- 
cil has been negotiating with 
Newmarket Arena Ltd. in an ef- 
fort to assure the rink will con- 
tinue to operate even though it 
will mean the purchase of the 

rink by the town. 

The committee was formed at 
the last council meeting for the 
purpose of examining an offer 
to sell the rink to the town at a 
price between 50 and 60 cents on 
the dollar. In a letter contain- 
ing the offer to sell and which 
was signed by Andrew J. Davis, 
president of the Newmarket 
Arena Ltd., it was stated that 
the company had no intention of 
operating the rink this winter. 

It is understood that the com- 
mittee is strongly in favor of the 
purchase of the rink and very 
desirous of seeing the rink 
operate this winter. 

It is believed that some diffi- 
culties have arisen in the negoti- 
ations between the committee 
and arena company. Mayor 
Dr. If. W. Dales said, however, 
that the committee is continuing 
to meet with the arena company 
and every effort is being made 
to assure the operation of the 
rink this winter. 

The letter from the arena 
company which contained the 
offer of the rink to the town and 
which was heard at last council 
meeting, read in part: 

"We are writing you now to 
advise that the directors went 
into this arena business over 20 
years ago to provide amusement, 
exercise and entertainment for 
our young people, and feel they 
have carried the load long 
enough. Nearly half of the 
original directors have passed 
on, and those of us who are left 
feel the town should take this 
proposition over and run it for 
the good of the rising genera- 
tion. 

"There have been no divi- 
dends paid for over ten years

So 
far, no particulars have reached 
his family. Harry Chadwick 
enlisted in July, 1942, at Toron- 
to. He trained at Brantford and 
Petawawa with the artillery 
and then was sent to the west 
coast where he was attached to 
the Rocky Mountain Rangers 
under American command. 

He was with the Rangers in 
the invasion of Kiska, August of 
last year. Following the inva- 
sion, he was posted to Vernon, 
B.C., and from there, was sent 
to Debert, N.S., and then over- 
seas where he was attached to a 
western Canada regiment. 

Born in England, Harry 
Chadwick came to Newmarket 
at the age of eight with his par- 
ents. He has lived in Newmar- 
ket ever since. For 16 years 
before enlisting, he was employ- 
ed by the Davis Leather Co. He 
was married to the former 
Norma Lorraine Carlyle, Oak 
Ridges. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
William Chadwick, live at 26 
Huron St. His brother. Bob, 
lives at 73 Eagle St. 



A year and a half in uniform 
and only 20 years old. Hugh 
John Henry Stewart has been 
reported killed in action. His 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hugh J. 
Stewart, Andrew St., first re- 
ceived word that he had been 
wounded and later, a second 
telegram told them of the death 
of their son. 

Hugh Stewart- was born in 
Milton and raised in Victoria, 
Ont He came to Newmarket 
with his parents four years ago. 
Always interested in sports, he 
played hockey and baseball and 
was a member of many Victoria 
and local teams. 

He enlisted in December, 1942, 
at Hamilton and trained at Sim- 
coo, Camp Borden, St John's, 
N.B., Debert, Stratford and

overseas in Februray of this 
year. He went to France in 
July. 

He is survived by two broth- 
ers, William and Allan, and a 
sister, Betty. His father, a 
veteran of the last war, donned 
uniform for this war in 1940. 
He reefved his discharge in 
March of this year. Mr. Stewart 
was among the men that opened 
the military camp here early in 
the war.

I have just returned home after 
a pleasant journey of 7,000 miles 
by railroad and steamship. 

X boarded the train at Newmar- 
ket at S2.05 a*m., Aug. L When 
I' awoke next morning we were at 
Capreol in northern Ontario. On 

Wednesday we travelled continu- 
ously through evergreen forests and 
past many small lakes. 

The air that blows over the pine 
trees is most healthy to breathe. 
It rained almost all night iind 
when we arrived at Winnipeg in 
the morning the air was cool. 

Travelling west from Winnipeg 
I noticed the wheat crop was very 
heavy, lodged in places' for they 
have had plenty of rain. The cattle 
on the pastures looked very sleek 
and fat. Through Saskatchewan 
the wheat was a good crop, not so 
long In the straw as they had less 
rain. Xt was a wonderful sight to 
aee, miles and miles of yellow grain 
waving in the sun- The crop was 
particularly free fiom weeds. 

During the depression years the 
prairie province-- became infested 
with weeds due to loo much crop- 
Ing and too little summer- fallowing. 
This condition has been corrected 
by the two dollars per acre bonus 
paid by the governnu-nt for sum- 
mer-fallowing (referred to by the 
critics as "keeping th<- land va- 
cant"). The process of tilling the 
land during the summer not only 
kills the weeds but also assists the 
land to accumulate moisture for 
the crop the following year. 

Through northern Alberta the 
crops are very heavy because of 
abundant rainfall. 

At Edmonton I contacted my old 
college chum. Bob Pearson, who 
h»«, since going west, become 
a member of the Alberta legislature. 

He drove me around and showed 
me the places of interest in the 
city. Edmonton has doubled its 
population and increased in vol- 
ume of business greatly during the 
last few years- Its beautiful 
aerodrome has become quite inade- 
quate. A much larger one is being 
built farther from the city. It 
will have much larger runways 
surfaced by a foot of solid concrete. 
This extra strength is to bear the 
weight of the heavy transport 
planes and the latest type of Ameri- 
can bombers. 

Edmontjn is the gateway to the 
north and is destined to become one 
of Canada's most important cities. 

Continuing our journey west- 
ward we gradually climbed the

"I noticed In particular the part 
the Newmarket people were tak- 
ing in making plans for the boys 
who come back.

It will 
mean a great deal to each of them 
to know that their own home town 
is really working for them! It will 
be a terrible far-reaching mistake 
if the boys are allowed to come 
back as they were the last time.

with our new flying bombs or 
doodle-bugs. They seem to be creat- 
ing a lot of damage in the south. 
We have a number of evacuees up 
here. But the spirit of the English 
people Is magnificent I think! 
J "I have made a goodly number 
of civilian friends from south to 
north and everywhere there Is a 
glad hand of welcome to all who 
will control themselves to the extent 
of showing common mnnncrs. And 
where they dig up th« quantities 
of food which they serve us I have 
never been able to find out. In any 
■•n.Srt I have gained 2) pounds over 
here. 

"ihe country around this section 
is lovely— rather much like central 
O n t a r I o -except for the roads. 

They are ft driver's nightmare, 
especially in blackouts, but all In 
all we do fairly well. And the 
farmers are very kind to us— nil 
of which helps the rations immense- 
ly." 

"Many thanks for the cigarettes," 
Lieut. Alan Cnne writes* from 
France. "They came at a time 
when 1 had used my last Canadian 
cigarette and was near the end of 
my English brands, ao were partic- 
ularly welcome. We hnve n ration 
of seven a day but they are English 
and must ho taken in small doses. 
Fortunately, the folks nt home keep 
us well supplied. 

"The headline will sound very 
familiar to you. The Canadian 
P.U.J, are doing a grand job. They 
deserve • all the praise they are 
getting and more. We are the 
blokes behind the lines and do our 
heat to see that the lads up front 
get all the supplies they need. 
All in all It Is a great show and 
from whe/e we sit it looks as 
though the end is not too far off.'

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REVISION OF TAXATION 

Because people feel that wartime taxes in 
Canada are set on a fair basis according to dis- 
tribution of wealth, they seldom comp lain about 
what comes out of each pay envelope to pay for 
the war. The system of taxation set up by the 
federal government has met with the approval of 
a high percentage of taxpayers. 

T^e constitution provides the federal govern- 
ment with the power to raise money by any mode 
or system of taxation, and the provincial legisla- 
tures with the power to raise money by direct 
taxation within the province. For diverting all 
taxes for the duration, to federal channels, the 
federal government pays subsidies to the pro- 
vincial governments in respective proportions to 
the amount collected previously by the provin- 
cial governments. 

The amendment in the constitution which 
alio v.-s for the diversion of taxes, provides for 
taxes to be collected in this manner for the dura* 
tion and a period of one year after the cessation 
of hostilities. What method of tax collection 
will be employed when that year is up, is not 
yet known. 

Of the methods used in the 1930s there has 
been a great deal of substantially based criticism. 
At the dominion-provincial conference of 1&41 
John Bracken, then premier of Manitoba, made 
the following statement: 

"As long as the Dominion had to raise the 
"bulk of its revenues by indirect taxes upon con- 
•TOmption which bear most heavily upon the low 
Income groups, its taxes v/ill continue to inflict 
the grave injustice which has been inflicted dur- 
ing the depression upon the poor, upon the con- 
sumer and upon the farmer and other producers 
who are not protected by the tariff. The poorer 
a men, the larger his family, the less protected 
his market, the more heavily this tax structure 
bears upon him, regardless of the province in 
which he lives. 

"It does not help such a man that he lives in a 
wealthy province in which income tax rates are 
low. Indeed, it is because the pro%'inces have 
the right to impose income and inheritance taxes 
and because the Dominion respects that right by 
imposing as little income tax as possible and no 
inheritance tax, that such a poor man, or farmer, 
living in a wealthy province has to pay, indirect- 
ly though it be, so much sales taxes, customs 
taxes and other indirect taxes to the dominion 



government. To such a man, a low rate of in- 
come tax is »f little significance, because the tax 
seldom reaches him; but the high indirect taxes 
imposed by the present taxation scheme do reach 
him. And yet there can be no relief under the 
present system for such a person, by provincial 
measures, because the provinces do not control 
the taxes which are unduly burdening him. Let 
us then clearly understand that until the 
Dominion is given the sole power to impose these 
direct and progressive taxes, under some such 
arrangement as that outlined in Plan 1 of the 
Sirois Report, the Dominion cannot lighten the 
burden on people of low incomes without invad- 
ing the provincial fields for alternative revenues 
to the point of serious embarrassment to provin- 
cial finances." 

Ihe provinces are now balancing their in- 
dividual budgets on a basis of grants received 
from the federal government To outward ap- 
pearances the scheme works well. Nevertheless, 
it curtails the power of »he provincial govern- 
ments, and that fact in itself is sufficient grounds 

for a politician to label correction of the burden

We may have some in tomor- 
row. (Tomorrow seldom comes.) 
If now and again canned sal- 
mon appears in the store — or 
jelly powders or condensed milk 
or puddings powders — chocolate, 
caramel or vanilla — well, in less 
than five minutes the word has 
run round to the customers in 

the shop like wildfire and all 
available stock along any of 
these lines never gets on the 
shelves. It is all snatched from 
the box right under the nose of 
the salesman who brings it up 
from the basement The same 
with the occasional raisins, etc. 

Dates are an unknown luxury 
nowadays! 

Bananas are a little more 
plentiful but still sell by the 
pound, not by the dozen as 
formerly. You overseas boys 
may smile to hear all that, for, 
of course, you think o£ Canada 
still as a land of plenty! Well. 

and so it is. We are rationed 
of course, but we can't say .we 

ever have gone short. Maybe 
we could do with more butter 
and sugar, but we have other 
things we can substitute or we 
can do without and it won't 
hurt us one little bit! 

Quite recently we have had 
two English brides come to live 
in town, and, if you Canadian 
boys who have married overseas, 
bring back such charming young 
women as these two. Newmar- 
ket will be delighted! Mrs. 
Pemberton came earlier on, and 
you likely saw about it in the 
paper at the time. 

Last Saturday, a week ago, 
Mrs. Walter Wrightman arrived 
at Walters home on Amelia St. 
to await his return. Walter, 
you may recall, left in Mav, 
1940. with the other five New- 
market boys in the Royal Regi- 
ment of Canada and to their sur- 
mise landed away up in Iceland, 
having the honor of being the 
first to land on foreign soil! 
After six months they went to 
England and until Dieppe in 
1942 and ever since have helped 
eu3rd England.

How about it, you boys 
overseas— isn't that one thing 
you are fighting to come home 
for? That terrific hot spell we 
had hastened the ripening of the 
corn and tomatoes and made the 

cucumbers grow into whales, 

and we are busy making pickles 
and chili sauce, ready for your 

return. And peaches, too, are 

st their best and as you go down 

the street such delicious smells 
come from the kitchens all along. 
Oh yes, we expect you home 
soon! God grant we are not 
disappointed! But in the mean- 
time we are preparing for your 
overseas boxes just in case, 
even if we are making chili 
sauce for you! 

It was with a decided shock I 
heard of the death of Sgt. Bob 
Ingram, nephew of Mrs. Cald- 
well. Grace St. — another mem- 
ber of the Royal Regiment of 
Canada. He used to come to 
I town with the other boys for 
j weekends and was a general 
; favorite with us all. He, too, 
j was married to a young lady 
; from Littlehampton. Peggy Ker- 
| sey, and our sympathy goes out 
j to her. as well as to Mr. and 
j Mrs. Allah Ingram of Toronto, 
and their daughter, Margaret, 
now with the C.W.A.C. at Kings- 
ton. What makes it doubly sad 
is the fact that the other son, 
Kenneth, died on the beach that 
awful day, Aug. 19, 1042, at 
Dieppe. 

Today at the church service 
another name was added to the 
roll of honor, killed in action in 
France. Hugh Stewart, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Wm. Stewart. 
Andrew St. Hugh is only 19 
years old and had only been 
over about six months I under- 
stand. 

Sunday, as you know, was the 
day sot apart by. King George as 
a special day of prayer and inter- 
cession, it heing the fifth anni- 
versary of the start of the war. 
All day over the air, different 
stations marked the day with 
special programs. 

I stopped just now to hear the 
four o'clock newscast and the 
Allies are well into Belgium and 
are advancing so swiftly that 
the authorities have had to drop 
road maps to them from the air, 
similar to our motor road maps, 
to aid the advance so they will 
know where they arc. It all 
sounds mighty good! 

What about the five Newmar- 
ket prisoners-of-war, six, if we 

count the son of a family recent- 
| ly moved here from Windsor, 
whose son was with the Essex 
Scottish and captured at Dieppe. 
Where are they and what will 
be their fate? As the youngsters 
say, "We'll have to keep our 
fingers crosseil a while longer." 
You see, small folk make a wish 
and cross their fingers and so 
long as they keep their fingers 
crossed there is a good chance 
of thoir wish coming true! I 

used to do it myself and wish on 

the first star and, of course, al- 
ways on the first robin, and, 
above and beyond all else, wish 
on the new moon. 

Well, suppose we all unite and 
wish the some thing. It really 
should help. They used to say 
if you wish for a thing hard 
enough and long enough it is 
bound to happen. So we'll all 
unite in one big wish that all 

you boys and the P.O.W. includ- 
ed, may have a safe and speedy 
return home to Newmarket and 
to us who await you so anxious- 
ly and so eagerly. 

In the meantime, following 
Postmaster Mulocks advice, we 
are collecting things for your 
Christmas boxes, which we 
hope- you w ill all have at home! 

I am sorry we can't send The 
Era to our boys in the German 
prison camps and that our let- 
ters have to be so brief, only 
one sheet a week, and so cur- 
tailed as to news. This is sure 
exceeding my column so I'll say 
cheerio for this time and end it 
right here.

to 34% cents a pound, and 

creamery prints, first grade, 
were quoted to retail trade at 36 
cents a pound. 

Country dealers were quoted 
on graded eggs, cases free, de- 
livered to Toronto, for grade A 
large, 41% to 42 cents a dozen; 
A medium, 39 »£ to 40 cents a 
dozen; A pullets, 30 ".4 to 31 cents 
a dozen. 

Nominal prices to the shipper 
for poultry were: spring broil- 
ers, 2 to 2H pounds, 28 cents a 
pound; fowl, over 5 pounds, 24 
cents a pound; chickens, over 5 
pounds, 29 cents a pound. 

In the cattle trade weighty 
steers were $10.50 to $12.10; but- 
cher steers and heifers §9 to $11; 
butcher cows $7.25 to $8.50; bulls 
$6 to $8; fed yearlings $12 to 
$13.75; stockers, slow, $7.25 to 
$9.50, with feeders $10 to $10.50. 

Calves were $13.50 to $14 for 
choice with a few tops at $14.50 
and common downward to $7. 
Grassers were mostly $6. 

Lambs brought $13.50 for good 
ewes and wethers by rail, $13 by 
truck, with bucks $12 to $12.50, 
and culls and feeders $8 to $10. 

Sheep ranged $2 to $5. 

Hogs sold at grade A dressed- 
weight $17.85 with sows $13 
dressedweight.

This cost 
is a. mere trifle compared to the 
value of the crops. . 

X wonder if Canada will continue 
let the southern part of Saskat- 
chewan burn up with the drought 
and blow away with the wind 
while the north and south branches 
of the Saskatchewan river run the 
full length of the province? With 
irrigation this part of tbe dominion 
could be the most fertile and sure- 
crop district In the country. 

I would favor the scheme as a 
post-war activity. 

As X passed homeward across the 
prairies the farmers were busy cut- 
ting the crop. I would say about 
one-third of the cutting was done 
as X past along on Aug. 18 and 19. 
The scarcity of help was every- 
where apparent.

While 
personally we are not affected, we 
think there should be plenty of dis- 
cussion on the subject. There can, 
of course; be only one answ 
The town can't do without a rink 
and the directors apparently feet 
that they have done their share at a 
loesfc. 

A rink, municipally owned, is 
nothing new. Aurora has had one 
for years. Bradford bought their 
rink last winter. Owen Sound owns 
an artificial plant. The town of 
Midland owns its rink although 
run by a holding company. Rich- 
mond Hill owns the rink there. 
Glencoe, Stratford and several other 
centres all have municipal rinks. 

The tax-payer naturally asks, 
does it pay? The answer to that 
question depends on the way the 
rink is managed. Properly run 
with good promotional efforts, any 
rink can show sufficient income to 
nearly cover operating expenses, 
which necessarily includes loss of 
revenue to the town from light and 
water and taxes as well as interest 
and principal payments on deben- 
tures. 

A winning hockey or lacrosse 
team will go a long way towards 
making a rink a renunerative 
proposition. It did in Aurora and 
the result was quite apparent in red 
ink when the halcyon hockey days 
disappeared. 

Profits or even carrying the rink 
is not the main thing to be con- 
sidered. Ask yourself the question: 
What would Newmarket winter 
nights be like without a rink? A
